DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Sound of Music- Lunt 11/16. 6 pro- ( including 3 
raves from afternoon paper critics) and 1 con- Herald Trib- 
une- filed on new Rodgers & Hammerstein musical starring 
Mary Martin, directed by Vincent Donehue with Theodore 
Bikel, Kurt Kaszne, Marion Marlowe, presented by Rodgers 
& Hamme rstein-Leland Hayward-Richard Halliday. Solid 
rave notices from Watts, Post, McClain, Journal American, 
Aston, World Telegram & Sun, cheered each and every de - 
partment of heavy musical including sets by Oliver Smith 
and costumes by Lucinda Ballard, while milder morning re- 
ports singled out Martin and music rather than book for okay. 
Sole dissenter, Kerr, Herald Tribune, feared that half-way 
through its promising chores it becomes not only too sweet 
for words, but almost too sweet for music. The pitch is too 
strong, the taste of vanilla overwhelms the solid chocolate, the 
people on stage have all melted long before the audiences' 
hearts do, so what might have been an impressive and moving 
entertainment will be most admired by people who have always 
found Barrie pretty rough stuff, Kerr summed. Mild Atkinson, 
Times, approval lauded excellent cast and music, but suggested 
that both book and direction were hackneyed, stereo-typed oper- 
atta style that Rodgers & Hammerstein replaced in 1943 with 
Oklahoma. Chapman, News, enjoyed splendid music, lovely 
theatre, incomparable cast but wanted story to continue past 
final curtain which leaves Trapp Family singers still in Europe. 
Would have been much more satisfying if their adventures and 
success in US were told instead, he noted. Coleman, Mirror, 
billed it as Martin's show with a charming score and a servic - 
eable book. Watts, Post, raved over the most winning musical 
entertainment, warm-hearted, unashamed sentimental with com- 
posers' most beguiling recent score, pleasant book anda fine 
cast headed by Martin at her best. Though reviewer recalled 
he didn't think much of Flower Drum Song music, he admitted 
new score and lyrics is rich in freshness and imagination. Mc- 
Clain, Journal American, rated it the most mature product 
of the composers with style, distinction, grace and persuasion, 
the full ripening of these two extraordinary talents. The play 
seems to have come from the music and much of it will be 
long remembered, aisle-siter predicted. Aston, WTS, labeled 
show the loveliest musical imaginable with Martin on way tonew 
heights never before dream of. 


The Big Knife- 7 Arts- 11/12. 4 pro- Herald Tribune, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun, Post- and 2 con- 
Times, News- filed on revival of 1949 Clifford Odets' drama 
presented by Bogdanovich-Tatasciore-Salgado with John 
Lasell and Eve Roberts, staged by Peter Bogdanovich. Affirm- 
ative voters found melodrama of Hollywood still exciting , 
well acted and directed, while negative voters thought play 
plot-heavy and shallow. Crist, Herald Tribune, enjoyed the 
absorbing supermelodrama thanks to the outstanding perform- 
ances of the two leads. This inspite of fact that play starts out 
too fast and contains much fuzzy philosphy. Herridge, Post , 
marked it a good production of a minor Odets script in which 
the central character is unconvincing and hollow, well acted 
and directed at a lively pace. McClain, Journal American , 
recommended skilled and most attractive cast in a play that 
deserved another hearing. Aston, WTS, agreed production was 
professionally and deftly directed and acted, and rose to Broad- 
way standards. Negative viewpoint of Atkinson, Times, due 
to too tentative cast and direction of a melodramatic contrivance 
which as an indictment of Hollywood is only shrill and excessive. 
McHarry, News, vetoed it because inspite of a good cast the plot 
remained too lopsided and implausible. 


The Ballad of Jazz Street- Greenwich Mews- Ll/ll. 6 con- 
with no Mirror review filed- listed on new play by Norton Coop- 
er presented by Stella Holt, directed by Adrian Hall with Avon 
Long, Lonnie and Tina Sattin. General agreement that first 
play was well acted by talented Negro cast, but script was poor, 


promising musical moments that never materialized,Calta,Times, 


listed it as a crude first play lacking vigor and veracity with its 


only moments of theatrical effectiveness in its musical interludes. 


Long was confined and wasted in a small role,he added. Kerr, 


Herald Tribune, found himself teasted by musical show that never 
comes and is never full-bodied enough without it. McHarry , News, 


rated it a sticky evening with a cast deserving of better. Watts, 


Post, enjoyed warmth and directness of its quiet moments, but felt 


play lost its freshness when it took itself seriously.

INTERVIEW HI-LITES..ETIENNE DECROUX, noted French 


mime who has been teaching in NY for two years and 
whose NY group will give its first recital at YMHA 92nd 

St this month, is one of those dedicated innovators who 
cannot think commercialy, Herridge, Post, discovered. 

He has no press agent and has never advertised his studio, 
hidden on top of a modest 8th Av building that it takes per- 
sistence to find, Speaking in French he made clear his 
disapproval of all Western Theatre. Only in China is it an 
art form and even there Western tastes are fast corrupting 
it. US theatre at best, he says,is merely an exhibition of 
individual talent, where an occasional script is good enough 
to make audiences think they are seeing great work, There 
is too much worship of the nice, attractive young actor and 
too little respect for the mature artist. 


PROS & CONS BY TMK 


The Ballad of Jazz Street is an amateur attempt at 
writing that wastes the talents of a cast of fine Negro actors. 
Written and played in a minor key it only comes to life when 
it is concerned with music, That the producer and author 
cheated the audience out of a musical is a pity for the players 
looked and sounded like they could have given a fine perform- 
ance if given half a chance. The few moments of music were 
faked by Non-piano playing actors and a hidden tape machine, 
which may have been satisfactory to the musician's union ,but 
was never satisfying to the audience. 


* * 


That the Equity Community Theatre season should be 
scuttled over an argument between the Board of Education 
and Equity on who should pay for one clerical worker is an 
awful commentary on the actor's union attempts to get em- 
ployment for their members, As the city's sole dispenser 
of low price theatre fare at outlying community centers in 
Bronx, Brooklyn and Queens ECT introduced thousands of 
newcomers to established theatre joys. It is certainly to 
be hoped that a solution and/or a grant to pay for the sole 
clerical worker is made in time for the ECT season to con- 
tinue per usual. 


* * 


Unusual testing of the famed power of the critics is 
being made by No Trifling With Love management which 
deleted its curtain raiser ' A Merry Death" which was 
soundly panned by all attending critics. If this is success- 
ful actors who get bad notices in shows otherwise praised 
had better prepare to fight for their contracts. 


* * 


While theatre directors are still pondering whether 
and/or how to form a craft union to protect them from pro- 
ducers, two more stagers resigner or were fired this week 
and were replaced by the playwrights as directors. Except 
in unusually talented instances, this is usually a bad omen 
and merely prolongs the agony of a poor production. If dir- 
ectors are to assume their rightful importance a fair con- 
tract must be evolved under which they have a fighting 
chance of still being with the play by its NY curtain. 


* * 


An ad-lib dramatic version of "The Lottery" may take 
place in London if reviewers are unwise enough to accept the 
challenge of Aunt Edwina playwright to answer in person aud- 
iences of new play that might have enjoyed what they panned. 


* * 


Though there is no evidence of anyone being swayed by 
a persuasive, expense "quote" ad, producers are firmly con- 
finced that such propaganda, usually misleading and miscon- 
tested , will make the difference between a hit or a flop. Re- 
cent examples show that word-of-mouth not huge display ads 
make the difference at the box-office, Cheri being a notable 
example of the failure of a high-cost advertising campaign in 
the face of bad notices. Though the producers of any show are 
to be encouraged in attempting to fight bad notices, it would 
seem that enough experience has been tabulated to prove that 
more than "display quote" ads are needed.
